A young man of the name of Georges 
Martinengo, originally of Norach, who 
till lately had been clerk in his uncle'.-: ! 
oQico at Marseilles, has just inherited 
80,000,000f. under the most extraor- 
dinary circumstances. Several years 
ago a gouoral of foreign origin died in 
Holland, leaving oo presumable heirs. 
His large fortune went to tho Dutch 
Treasury. Nothing was heard of the 
general's family or bis money for many 
years, wheu a short time ago the 
French Minister of Foreign Affairs and 
Prince Bismarck informed the Dutch 
Government that the inheritance was 
legally claimed by members of the 
general's family established iu Mar- 
seilles and Germany.

The Biu Guns of England— Says the 
London "Telegraph" of late date: 
Yesteday morning tho heavy gun com- 
mittee visited Sboeliuryneaa for the 
purpose of witnessing tho powers of 
penetration of the thirty-ei»ht-tou gun . 
A target, specially by Messrs, John 
Bfown &Co., of Sheffield, was put up 
by tho royal engineers on the Marsh, 
and tho gun was with great difficulty 
aud labor carted from its' lauding 
place to within seventy of tho target. 
This consists of throe rolled iron 
plates, ton feet by oight feet, of six aud 
a half inches thickness, between which 
were placed two layers of teak of live 
inches each in thickness, which wore 
supported together by piloH of four- 
teen by fifteen inches, bolted together 
with three-inch holts. Some live feet 
in the rear was an old ten-inch target 
riddlod with shot. Capt. Fairfax Ellis, 
us usual, had charge of tho experimen- 
tal party, aud operations commenced 
shortly before 11 by a trial shot 
against a 10-inoh target, with a second in 
ho rear of four inches in thickness, 
with a backing of fourteen inches of 
teak. The charge consisted of 130 
pounds of powder, aud tho weight of 
tho shot was 800 pounds. It went 
clear through the target, aud then 
broke up, after striking tho 4- inch one 
between which there was a fairway of 
six feet, thus tending to up 
hold the theory that there 
should be an open space always 
between the outer and inner skin of a 
vessel. Immediately after tho discharge 
tho wound was examined by the officers 
present, few of whom anticipated the 
effect would havo been so tremendous. 
It was ascertained that tho Palliser 
chilled shell bad cut completely through 
the target, and had broken up within a 
couple of yards of the further Bide, and 
not within the target itself. Tho gas- 
check, which was ouo of Lieutenant 
Gould Adams', lodged in tho liolo.an.l 
tho friction was so great that it sot lire 
to tho teak backing. Portions of tbe 
base of the shell also remained, but the 
greater part of it was found within 
twenty yards of its striking object. 
The target itself, although well shorn 
up, was driven back seven inches, and 
tho hugo piles in the rear were 
cut through. A 10 inch target which 
was behind was scored all over with 
fragments of tho shell, and pieces oi 
tho target itself were hurled fully 200 
yards away from its baso. The striking 
velocity t. as estimated at 1,120 feet. 
The wound made by tho shell was ex- 
actly 12A inches by 13 inches, and tbe 
depth to which the gas check sank it 
was 22 inches. After this trial somo 
experiments with a new 7-pounder lield 
gun for use iu Kaffraria were conduct- 
ed by Capt. O'Callagham. The nun, 
however, descended so heavily that 
great difficulty was experienced in as- 
certaining tho results.

THE SMALL-POX. 

"Where epidemic or ciHleuiieo'iscRseB 
exist it is useful and profitable to cou- 
sider methods for checking and avert- 
ing their ravages. The instinct of 
Belf-ptoserVabion is strong in human 
nature; hon'co researches and inquiries 
that may teud to add to .the popular 
knowledge of diseases, their cause, ef- 
fect, and vemedy.are regarded with in- 
terest and favor. In England 
cholera and j smallpox have be- 
come bo well understood that a vis 
itatiou of the first-named disease is 
robbed of half its former terrors, and 
does not now causo the panic that for- 
merly attended its coining; and small 
pox, though evor lurking in byways 
and backslums of largo English cities, 
now yields readily to the treatment 
which scientific researches have sug- 
gested. Cholera has been traced 
directly to violations of the common- 
est laws of hygiene. Defective drain- 
ago, bad water, insufficient or diseased 
meat, overeating, stale vegetables, un- 
ripe fruit, and other irregularities of 
diet or mode of living, all contribute 
towards the inoeptiou and spread of 
cholora. How fto violations of hy- 
gonic laws may ho saddled with the 
origin of smallpox is not known; but 
it is. certain that in cities like Victoria, 
whore little or'no attention ia paid to 
the removal of tilth, or the opening of 
water- courses, when the disease 
once finds a lodgment it is a difficult 
mattor to eradicate it. Of course, 
thero is one safe, certain and never- 
failing preventive of smallpox— vac- 
cination— which all should employ at 
least once in a lifetime; but there are 
some in every city who, either through 
stupid projudico or a perverse or pro- 
crastinating nature, aro never vaccin- 
ated. Such porsons furnish food for 
aa attack of the most loathsome of all 
diseases and endanger the public safe- 
ty. - If they pass through life without 
contracting it in its worst form they 
owe thair oscapo to the fact that they 
have: never been brought in contact 
•with it. But there is another class of 
persons liablo to contract smallpox, 
who hare formed the subjoct of recent 
■cientitic investigations in London, 
and who may unwittingly bo instru- 
mental in spreading the disease. The 
epidemic of 1871-2 iu London, by reason 
of its extent and of its severity, afforded 
opportunities for the absolute settlement, 
in n scientific sense, of certuin questions 
which were previously more or less in- 
volved in doubt. Among these may be 
mentioned as, perhaps, tho most impor- 
tant, and certainly as the most interest- 
ing to tho general public, the conditions 
■which govern tho protective influence of 
vacoination. It may now be broadly 
stated that a well-performed vaccination 
in infancy, producing proper vesicles and 
searH, affords absolute protection .against 
smallpox in all cases until tho time of 
boyhood or girlhood is past, and in the 
great majority of instances complete pro- 
tection for the wholo of life, at least as 
against any ordinary exposure to infec 
tion. When adult age is attained or is 
approaching! u re-vaccination will, proba- 
bly in every case without exception, af- 
ford complete protection for the whole of 
lifo, and against the most continual ex- 
posure to infection of any degree of in- 
tensity. It is a fact of considerable value 
that nearly all the cases that have occur- 
red iu Victoria were of this kind. They 
had received the vaccine matter into their 
system when children. When they reach- 
ed the adult ago it was not renewed,' and 
they foil victims to tho disease that re- 
Vaeoination would havo rendered them 
impervious to. Tho London Time* of tho 
21st ult. montions as a fact obtained from 
official data that tho total deaths from 
smnllpox in tho Metropolis for the thir- 
teen weeks ending on the 14th Oct., liavo 
beeu no more than 122, and this number 
has been made up by a weekly maximum 
of 1(1, and by a weekly minimum of 1. In 
tho sauio period, tlio mortality iu London 
from scarlet fever has been just, five times 
as great as that from smallpox, and the 
latter is only alarming in tho face of what 
it may portend. There is no Municipal 
law iu existence lu re that, makes vacoina- 
tion compulsory. But there aro sauitury 
lfiws that are flagrantly and continually 
violated with perfect impunity. These 
laws, if enforced, would make tho exis- 
tence of a 13on.nl of 'Health almost super- 
fluous. Hut they aro not enforced, and 
tho Municipality, reduced to despair, 
have applied to tho Provincial Govern- 
ment for a '-'pound of cure" for the small 
pox that an "ounce of prevention" would 
havo rendered unnecessary."

CITY COUNCIL LAST NIGHT! 



COOL PROPOSITION OF COUNCILLOR 
GOSNELL, 

F. W, Green Appointed Water Commis- 
sioner. 

• n I A 

A muetiugof the City Council was hold 
last night.- Present — His Worship tho 
Mayor in tho chair and Councillors 
Tronnco, Gowon, Gosnell, Vigelius and 
MJarvin. 

The attendance of ratepayers in tho 
strangers' gallery was again yery numer- 
ous, but tho Council as usual showed a 
laok of punctuality in mooting and kopt 
tho public waiting some. 20 minutes for 
their august presence. 

..After a lengthy discussion on tho read- 
ing of portions of tho minutes of tho pre- 
vious mooting they Were finally amended 
uud adopted. 

HAD 0K0SSIN3. 

A communication was road from Messrs. 
Fell, Wilson and Robinson calling atten- 
tion to tho iil thy state of a crossing on 
Cook street constantly used by children 
attending tho public schools and on mo- 
tiou tho pound-keeper was ordered to re- 
pair tho crossing. 

A petition was road from residents near 
Booohor street asking that stops be taken 
to drain tho water from a stagnant pool 
in that vicinity. Referred to tho tit root 
Committee. 

CHARGE AGAINST A POLICE OFFICER. 

Messrs. M. and E.J. Salmom addressed 
a letter to tho Council stating that they 
had been assaulted, maltreated and drag- 
god along tho public streets by officer Sul- 
livan without provoking any such actions. 
[Tho letter also entered into details of 
tho alleged assault, tho substnnco of 
which appears in tho report of tho Police 
Court in another column. — Rep. ] 

Tho Mayor — With regard to this charge 
I would stato that the Provincial Secro 
tnry, Police Magistrate and Mayor consti- 
tute tho proper Court to deal with a mat- 
ter of this sort. If the oflieer has miscon- 
ducted himself he should bo punished by 
dismissal and if on the other hand tho 
complainants have made false accusations 
they should bo shown up to the public. 

Conn. Marvin — I move that the letter 
bo roforrod to tho Police Commissioners. 

Seconded by Cjuii. Trounce and carri- 
ed. 

A request from Dr. Jackson to be per- 
mittee, to project the front of his drug 
store by constructing abow-window was 
read. 

Coun.Trounco stated that a by-law pro- 
hibited tho construction of any window to 
project beyond tho street lino and on mo- 
tion the Clerk was ordered to point out 
this fact to the applicant. 

W ATE It WORKS. 

With reference to an application from 
Mr. Doiohor for water to be laid on to his 
premises, consideration of which had 
been laid over from provious meeting, 
Coun. Marvin moved that in tho absence 
of tho Water Commissioner the comnmui- 
• cation bo again laid over. 

Coun. Go wen thought it would be well 
to instruct tho Witter Commisssioner to 
call for tenders for laying down pipes, tho 
contracting party to receive his pay from 
water rates to be collected. 

Tho Major — A very good motion in- 
doed; tho water works have absorbed all 
onr revenue this year and are not a pay- 
ing institution, yet if properly managed 
thoy might have produced a revenue of 
81600 per month instead of only 8700. 

Coun. Marvin — I moved to postpone 
the matter in order that tho Water Com- 
missioner might have an opportunity of 
explaining why ho did not comply with 
Mr. Doschor's request to be supplied with 
water. 

Coun. Trounce —My suggestion is that 
the matter be postponed in ordor that 
quantities and costs of the proposed work 
may bo estimated before tenders are in- 
vited. I believe, however, in some in- 
stances the water works havo brought in 
a revenue of SHOO tier month instead of 
only $700 as your Worship said. The 
real question now is "has the Water Com- 
missioner ever boon instructed to report 
on this application of Mr, Dosoher's to 

Cue Council ?" 

Tho Mayor— Ho won't report if ho is 
askod. 

Couu. Trounce— How do you know 
that? Anyhow, I favor a postponement 
in order that ho may bo afforded an op- 
portunity. 

Coun. Gosnell— Certainly , he oughter 
be made to report every week instead of 
having to ho urged up to come an ear us 
•whenever wo want to know something 
about tho works. 

Tho Mayor— Perhaps ho considers him- 
self discharged. 

Coun, Trounce — Or more likely he has 
nevor boon instructed to repot t. 

The Clerk — How dare I order him to 
report unless instructed to" do so by the 
Council. Tho action of tho Council last 
week was to lay tho matter over. No- 
thing was mentioned about a report. 

Conn. Trounce — I do not blame the 
Clerk; it is tho Council's far.il for nut 
dealing properly with tho matter last 
week. 

On motion the Clerk was then instruct- 
ed to request the Water Commissioner to 
report on the matter at next meeting, un- 
til which time tho application was laid 
over. 

With referenoe to Hay Hong's applica- 
tion for water on Cormorant stroot a sim- 
ilar eourso wan also adopted. 



The corrospondenco in conneclion with 
tho Drummond-Monk water pipes ,. at 
James Bay was re-read and tho applica- 
tion of Mr. Monk to tako up ttio pipes and. 
lay them in soino other portion of the 
city again came up for consideration. 

Conn. Gosnoll — I move that Monk be 
granted tho privilege of taking up his 
pipes and that ho be paid tho amount of 
expense he has been at for putting them 
down. There is no doubt ho has gone to 
work and built tho trenches and it will be 
an oasy matter to ascertain tho ox^enso 
he has been to. 

Coun. Gowon— I think it would bo very 
unwiso to interfere in tho matter at all 
until tho easo now appealed to tho Su- 
protne Court bo decided. 

Coun. Gosnell— That has nothing to do 
with pipes, only with forming tho connec- 
tion with tho mains. 

Tho Mayor — Tho two cases are not at 
all analogauB. (Laughter.) 

Coun. Trounce — 1 move that the matter 
ho laid over another week. 

Tho Mayor— Yes, and anothor week af- 
ter that, I suppose, in order that you mtty 
make capital out of it. 

Coun. Marvin — Is Mr. Monk liable to a 
fine of 85 for every day his pipes remain 
conuoctod? 

Tho Mayor— Tho County Court Judge 
says ho is not liablo at all. 

Coun. Marvin— But you can't tell what 
the Supreme Court will say. Why not 
let Monk sever tho connection he mode? 

Tho Mayor — Well, you can order him 
to do that if you liko. The Council or- 
dered him to lay the pipes atid they must, 
if they think lit, order him to stop the 
connection. 

Coun. Marvin — If tho Water Commis- 
sioner had attended to his duty and re- 
ported to this Council we should not 
have takon on ourselves the responsibility 
of letting the contract to Monk. Wo havo 
been blamed for letting contracts with- 
out the Water Commissioner's consent, 
but if he had been punctual in attending 
to his duties there would have been no 
difficulty at all. The trouble has entirely 
originated in and resulted from his nog- 
lect of duty, yet I would liko to seo tho 
mutter laid over another week in order 
that it may be fully investigated. 

Coun. Gowon— 1 quite agree with tho 
remarks which Couu. Marvin has made, 
but I would like to add that it is under 
the advice of the City Barrister that all 
water works matters have been transacted 
in Committee. It was at one of those 
"dark lantern" meetings that tho work 
was awarded to Mr. Monk (laughter), 

Tho motion to lay tho matter over was 
then put and carried. 

THE HEALTH OFFIOER RESIGNS. 
A letter from Dr. Walkeui tendering 
his resignation as Health Oilicor was road. 
Tho Mayor in reference thereto said that 
although accusations had been made 
against Dr. Wulkoiu us well as himself, 
body-snntching and sofortb, he could 
state that tho Health Officer had perform- 
ed his duties most energetically ami had 
saved tho city thousands of dollars. He 
thought tho course pursuen by the Doctor 
to prevent the spread of smallpox had been 
most judicious, and that taking into con- 
sideration tho fact that he had only been 
paid iJOO a mouth ho had applied himself 
voiy earnestly to tho otlico. A vole of 
thanks should bo teuderod him by tho 
Council. 

Coun. Vigelius— Tho Health Officer was 
paid exactly what ho offered his services 
for. Now ho says that ho can bettor him- 
self by going to Burrard Inlet and we 
should let hiru go there No doubt he 
can got a vote of thanks from tho Council 
if ho wishes for one. 

On motion of Coun. Trounce a vol 
thanks was then tendered tho Health 
fioor, and his resignation was accepted. 

JAMES BAT MONOPOLY . 

In accordanco with notico of motion 
Coun. Trounce moved for tho appoint- 
ment of a couimitteo to investigate the 
charges made by Mr. Monk in connection 
with laying tho water pipes in James Bay 
Pay ward. 

Iu milking tho motion Coun. Trounce 
said that ho did so because Mr. Monk's 
original estimate for the work was from 
$500 to $m0, that subsequently ho stated 
it would cost some $050 and really his bill 
amounted to $648 for lying 2010 feet of 
pipo, whereas pipes bad been laid to 
Messrs. O'Riolly and Drake's for goTO al- 
though 1200 foot more of pipe was re- 
quired than at James Bay. In tho inter- 
ests of the ratepayers ho believed it pro- 
per to investigate Mr. Monk's bill and to 
appoint a committee to obtain just esti- 
mates of tho proper cost of pipes, labor, 
etc. The investigation would put tho 
City to no expense but it would give a re- 
liablo basis on which to work in tho fu- 
ture. (Hear, hoar.) 

Tho motion was seconded by Coun. 
Marvin and carried. 

Coun. Vigelius, seconded by Conn. 
Gosnell, mover that Mr. F. W. Greon be 
appointed Water Commissioner. Carried 
without discussion. 

Several accounts were passed to the 
Finance Committee and tho Council thou 
resolved itself into board of Health.

City Police Court.

Wednesday, Nov. 211th. 
Patrick Sweeney was sentenced to one 
month's hard labor for being a vagrant. 

Win. Deny, charged with supplying in- 
toxicating liquor to Indians. 

Defendant pleaded ignorance of tho 
law; but wns sentenced to the usual pen- 
alty. 

Morris and E. J. Salmon, arrested by 
officer Sullivan; were brought, up on a 
charge of interfering with and assaulting 
the said oilicor in tho executiou of his 
duty. 

Constable Sullivan deposed that be- 
tween 8 and on Tuesday evening, while 
on duty on Johnson streot, the defendant 
Morris Salmon accosted him and enquir- 
ed if witness kuow that a chum of his was 
in gaol in Esquimalt. Witness asked who 
tho chum was; Morris Salmon said a man 
who wns drinking round the corners of 
the streets and making a disturbance: 
witness denied knowing any such person. 
Defendant said witness must know him 
and that he was like a good many of tho 
police, got drunk now and then; witness 
said there wire no such pcoplo on tho 
police; defendant then said witness was 
drunk then; witness then threatened that 
if defendant did not move on without in- 
terfering with him any more ho would 
find a pJaco for him ; E. J. Salmon, tho 
other defendant, then interfered and pro- 
posed to go to the station bouse and re- 
port the drunken s n of a b — h; but 

Morris wished to wait and got some more 
out of him; witness lifted up his band in- 
tending to toll them to go away, when de- 
fendant said "don't put your hand ou 
me," (using an abusive epithet) "or I'll 
knock you down," and pushed wituoss. 

Sullivan was cross-questioned hero and 
insisted that defendant did push him. 
Both defendants then walked into Oriental 
Alley and witness followed thorn and 
seized Morris Salmon by tho collar, de- 
fendant striking at him twice; the other 
defendant, H. J. Salmon, then attempted 
to rescue his brother and struck the ofli- 
cor with a small switch across tho shoul- 
ders, but witness succeeded in gettiugthe 
defendants to jail. 

E. .). Salmon, ou being asked if he had 
any questions to ask tho officer, declined 
to do so, but made a statement to tho of- 
fect thai; most of the evidence given by 
the witness was falso, particularly that of 
accusing himself and his brother of using 
foul language. Ho admitted tho chaff 
and also the threat to report Sullivan, as 
ho must be drunk to threaten them as ho 
did. 

Sullivan, on being questioned, admitted 
having called defendant a H — n of a b — h 
Q f but said ho did not do so till after defend -

the use of such language on their part as 
the complainant had used, and although 
ho thought the defendants had interfered 
with the officer iu an uncalled for manner 
yet under all tho circumstances he felt 
bound to dismiss the case.
